OLD TIMES AT THE OLD CAPITAL 


The Record of a Famous Gubernatorial Contest— 
Hew Governor Brown was Nominated. 


of Macon of the 15th instant, affords the 
writer a text for the present week under the 
familiar head at the top of this article. The 
paragraph alluded to is this: 

“In the gubernatorial convention of 1857, 
when Hon. Joseph E. Brown won as a dark 
horse on the twenty-first ballot, he received 
every vote, except one, and that one was cast 
by General B. W. Heard, of Washington.” 

The convention above alluded to, to nomi- 
nate a candidate of the democratic party of 
Georgia, assembled at Milledgeville, in the 
old capitel, Wednesday, June 24th, 1857. Co 
lonel Lomax, of Muscogee, a Bayard, so to 
speak, was chosen president of the conven- 
tion. The gentlemen who were voted for for 
governor were J. H. Lumpkin, H. G. Lamar 
James Gardner, Hiram Warner, Wm. H., 
Stiles. The first ballot was Lumpkio, 112; 
Lamar, 97, Gardner, 100, Warner, 
53, Stiles, 30. The struggle was 
kept up with the first four named 
candidates up to and through the 20th ballot, 
which stood, Lumpkin, 169; Lamar, 175; 
Warner, 1; H. V. Johnson, 11; Wright of 
Floyd, 5; John E. Ward, 3;Joseph.k. Brown, 
8. After this ballot, Mr. Hull of Clarke, 
moved the appointment of a committee of 
three from each congressional district to ‘“‘re- 
yort a mode in which this convention can be 
oad tine 4 and a nomination be made.’’ 
The convention adjourned, on Friday, 1, p. 
m., to2 p*'m., to hear from the committee. 
At2 p.m. the convention met. Hon. Isaiah 
T. Irwin of Wilkes county, chairman of the 
committee of 24, addressed the convention, 
and submitted ‘‘as the action of the commit- 


tee, the unanimous’ selection of 
Hon. Joseph E. Brown, of the county 
of Cherokee, for governor.’’ The 


convention unanimously indorsed the report 
of the committee of 24. If “Mr. B. W. 
Heard, of Washington, voted alone against 
the report ofthe committee’’ the records do 
not show it. There was no 2ist ballot, in fact 
there was no ballot on which Hon. Joseph E. 
Brown ‘‘won as adark horse.’’ He was the 
‘child of compromise, and was made the can- 
didate in committee ofthe whole. These facts 
are taken from the record before me, and not 
from memory, orheresay. Han. J. Hl. Lump- 
kin was the strongest man from the start—but 
his faireminence made hig the point of at- 
tack by the friends of every other aspirant 
and he fell with all hds antagonists on that 
memorable day. 

Free Schoo!s for Rome, 
From the Rome, Ga., Bulletin.

Free schools wili pro- 
mote her future growth and prosperity, and 
we are in favor of free schoois. Free bridges 
will help her, and we are in favor of free 
bridges. Manufactories will help her, and we 
are in favor of exempting from taxation for 
ten years ailcapital invested inthem. In 
fact we are in favor of anything and every- 
thing looking to progress and the building up 
of the city, let it costto us whatit may. The 
time has come when our people must live a 
little in the future and build for that end.

asked the railroad companies to act as a tariff 


bill by giving them lower rates of transporta- 
tion on their products than similar goods 
bear. New England has become sv wedded to 
**protection’’ that she immediately squeals for 
more in some shape as soon as her rivals 
begin to crowd her. The railroads refused to 
put upon their stockholders such a burden 
and now New England must fight 
itout in open rivalry at no little disadvantage. 
A bale of cotton costs a mill in the cotton 
belt $7 less than a bale costs a manufacturer 
in Massachusetts or New Hampshire. Be- 
tides this handsome margin for profit, manu- 
factored goods are carried from southern mills 
eat trade centers 4 
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west for about one-half 
than similar goods are carried from 
Boston or New York. Such differences 4s 
these are briaging about natural results, and 
the entire country begins to understand that 
the manufacture and sale of cotton goods is 
no longer to be monopolized by New Eng- 
land.. How faror how fast the revolution 
will go no one can foretell; but all can see 
that it has begun. 

In the iron trade a very similar 
revolution has been started. The price 
of iron is going down. The tariff is not at 
fault, and the dullness of the times does not 
wholly account forthe depression in the indus- 
try. ‘As regards the future of the iron mar- 
ket,” says the well informed Boston Herald, 
‘it appears certain now that no permanent 
improvement is to be expected until the ex- 
tent of the threatened revolution caused by 
cheaper production in Alabama, Tennessee, 
and Virginiz can at least be measured,’’ This 
is the whole story in a nutshell. Pittsburg has 
struck a snaz, and the furnaces that draw 
their ore from Lake Superior or other distant 
localities, are brought face to face with fur- 
naces that can find ore, coaland lime within 
sight of their stacks. 

Ina word, the cotton mills are coming to 
the cotten fields, andthe iron furnaces are 


seeking the best beds of raw material. 
These changes will bring trou- 
ble to some localities, and joy 


to others, but in trade as in ail life the rule 
is, the survival of the fittest. If the south 
can make cheaper cottons or pig iron, she 
need not trouble herself about the schemes of 
her rivals, no matter how rich or strongly 
entrenched they may be. Horace Greeley’s 
advice is beginning *‘to be heeded—‘‘Build 
your shops and factdties where the raw ma- 
terial is produced.”’ 
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REFORM IN FUNERALS. 

A very considerable and laudable agitation 
is sweeping over the country looking to a re- 
formin the manner of conducting funerals. 
In the first place itis not thought that thoy 
should be so conducted as to produce other 
funerals—that attendants, in other words, 
should no Jonger be expected to stand, with 
uncovered heads, in stormy weather. Respect 
for the dead does not demand any such 
disregard of the health of the living: Neither 
does respect for the dead demand an immense 
funeral that in nine cases out of ten entails 
debt and suffering upon the living. Such 
funerals have brought actual and extreme 
want upon families in nearly every commun- 
ity. The undertaker is generally at the bot- 
tom of these expensive funerals. The greater 
the expense, the greater are his chances 
for profit, and the business 
has been pushed to such a Jimit that many a 
funeral is a spectacle instead of a heartfelt 
tribute to the departed. The need of funer- 
als conducted in a simple and unostentatious 
manner is every where felt and demanded. 
The reform in funeral customs should be 
thorough and sweeping; and first ofall, the 
expensive undertaker should be sat down up- 
on. 


THE IRISH IN AMERICA. 

The convention of Irish-Americans, now 
assembled in Philadelphia, has developed 
intoa body of national importance. It is the 
first assembly of men of Irish blood in which 
all the diverse elements have met together 
and resolyed themselves. unreservedly to a 
common ceuse. The order and decorum of 
the first day, the prudence of the members, 
the business-like way in which the conven- 
tion went «bout the work in hand, all justify 
the hope that the convention will be produc- 
tive of great good. 

The sympathy of the American people has 
ever been with the cause of Irish freedom. 
Whenever fora moment that sympathy grew 
cold, it was due to the imprudence of the 
Irish themselves, who permitted men of 
doubtful «character or sanity to represent 
them—the typical ward politician whose 
picture isso well known. But the gathering 
at Philadelphia has begun on such a bigh 
plane that its deliberations attract the atten- 
tion of a'l liberty-loving men, and if the 
conyention finishes its work in the same 
spirit, it will haye the earnest approval of 
the American people.

They mistook this luxuriant growth 
for the goober vine, and straightway they 
charged the patch, and absolutely destroyed 
the clover by pulling it up and grabbling for 
This is the origin of the name; but, 
as I:ditor Waterman insists, there is no reason 
why the state should not earn the title by 
producing the finest and the best goobers in 
the world,

mirable fruit. 

Shortly after the.war a movement which 
promised large results was made in San- 


dersville in the direction of utilizing 
the blackberry crop, but some- 
how it failed. An_ enterprising § mer- 


chant of that town employed all the little 
negroes in that section, furnished them with 
baskets, and set them to picking blackber- 
ries. The merchant contracted with them 
to give them half the berries they picked. 
For a week all went well. The little darkeys 
were enthusiastic and scoured the country 
for miles around, until the merchant had a 
supply of blackberries the like of which had 
never before been seen. But afterawhile the 
pickers lost enthusiasm. Whether they dis- 
covered that something was wrong with she 
wages, or whether the enervating effects of 
our southern climate had something 
to do with their loss of energy, has never been 
definitely settled. At any rate the enter- 
prise of the merchant was crippled, and since 
then men with capital have been rather cau- 
tious—too cautious in fact—with respect to 
investing in the blackberry crop. But we 
look for improvement in this respect.

lieve there would be any contest, and they honeat- 
ly did not think so, because they were of opinion 
that the north would not fight. My answer to 
them was, ‘‘The north will fight, and don’t you 
make any mistake about that.’’ ‘‘The north will 
fight,’’ one Texas gentleman asked; ‘well, who 
will fight?’’ His blood got up about that time. I 
replied, ‘‘I’ll fight formy own side.’’ Tre answer 
was, ‘‘There will be plenty of men to take care of 
you.”’ I said, ‘‘I have argued and voted for union 
for twetity years, and God helping me, I will fight 
a year or two if necessary for the same gy og 

After I had conciuded to return home I called 
upon Jefferson Davis, then senator for Mississippi. 
I had previously traveled with him when he was 
on @ Visitto New England, and believed him then 
to bea firm union man. Isenta note tothe sen- 
ate chamber, saying I should like to see him, and 
I have the note in my possession now, which con- 
tained his reply, in which he says: ‘Call and take 
p tea with me thisevening. I shall be glad to see 

you.’”’ I went, and 1 said to him: ‘*Can- 
not you stem this torrent; cannot you stop this ter- 
rible catastrephe which is breaking on us? What 
course are you going to take?’’ Hestayed to think 
for a time, and then answered: “I shall go with my 
side.’’ He continued, and said: ‘You are a demo- 
crat; what course will you take?’ I replied: ‘“‘I 
shall go with my si*e’’—-and I did—‘‘and my side 
will go with me.”’ 

Phere was no anger, but more of sorrow between 
us, and, while the tears stood in his eyes, Mr. Dayis 
said: “Is it possible that next time we meet we 
shall meet as enemies?’ I sobbed in my reply: 
‘That depends on you.’’ 


THE SOUTHERN PROBLEM. 
To the Editor of the Sun.—Sir: Ihave been an 
attentive reader of the letters of Frank Wilkeson 
and others writing from the south, and while they 
are in the main correct, they do not go far enough 
and point out a remedy for our ailments. 
The first and most important thing needed is a re- 


form of the abominable credit system that 
obtains here. Of course, in every progres- 
sive country, such as this ought to be, we 
cannot get along without a proper system 


of credit, butit would astonish the industrious, in- 
telligent peopie of the north to know how loosely 
it is managed in this country. A person without 
property, witl outcharacter, without industry, and 
without anything except unbounded laziness, can 


at the beginning of the year rent land and mort- 
gage his prospective crop before he has struck a lick 
of work, run his ‘‘credick,’’ as he calls it, for sup- 
plies, spends two-thirds of his time in idleness, and 
the result ishe generally makes a poor crop, and 
the merchant comes out loser at the end of the 
year. 

But thisis gradually correcting itself, andina 
few years we willsee the tenant system abolished, 
unless in exceptional cases where the tenant is able 
to supply himself. While as a general thing the 
negro, asa renter, isa failure, he can be made to do 
good service when hired for wagesand promptly 
paid,and when the present system is done away 
with, and the negro compelled to goto work for 
some one able to pay him, our farms wil] be kept in 
good order, thorough culture adopted, better crops 
made. more stock raised, and we shall have less 
‘‘eredick’’ and more money. 

When we can secure a radical change in the 
credit system now in vogue we can make money, 
even in raising cotton as well asin numerous other 
ways: capitalists and mechanics will settle among 
us, politics will take care of itself, and the southern 
problem will be solved.
